The key to it all will be, as it always has been, 
finding the people to lead Ridley students, 
through their expertise but more importantly 
through their example, into the next century.

Business Math 
This year the Grade 12 Business Math class was involved in a "e 


gram called Junior Achievement (JA). JA is an international not- 
for-profit organization supported by business and industry, dedicated 
to teaching young people about the principles and dynamics of 
business and the Canadian and global economic systems. General 
Motors of Canada Ltd. (GM) graciously sponsored the program at 
Ridley. Mr. Tom Kenny, an employee with GM, was the volunteer 
facilitator who came in for a number of classes to help students 
understand basic business concepts in the Business Game. 





Junior Achievement offers several different programs. The class par- 
ticipated in the Business Game program of JA. The Business Game 
involves decision-making and the application of economic con- 
cepts. Students are placed in small groups representing individual 
companies. These companies compete against each other in the 
same industry. The students make a series of five different decisions 
and a computer simulation generates individual company reports 
and an industry report that will reflect each company’s decisions. 
The five decisions are price, production, marketing, capital invest- 
ment, and research and development. The students learn how each 
decision will affect their company’s performance and the industry as 
a whole. They then analyze their company strategy and make new 
decisions based on the reports. A variety of guest speakers from GM 
came to the class to discuss how decisions in the Business Game are 
translated in the real world of business. 


In addition to becoming involved with the Junior Achievement 
program, there have been a number of other positive changes to th 
business math course. The book "The Wealthy Barber" was intro- 
duced to the class this year. The students prepared reports and 
developed presentations on financial topics from the book. Topics 
included financial planning, mutual funds, RRSPs, wills, life insur- 
ance, and home ownership. The students found the topics interest- 
ing and they realized how important financial planning is. Many of 
the students plan to apply what they have learned from the book 
and from class discussions. 





In second and third terms, the class participated in the Wilfrid 
Laurier Stock Market Competition. The competition involves the 
simulation of trading stocks on the Toronto Stock Exchange (TSE) 
through the Internet. Students are given $100,000 of fictitious 











The Mathematics Mural 





The new look in the Math department has been a long time coming. For years we have been interested in raising the profile of the 
subject and trying to create an inviting environment in which to work and study. Hopefully the colourful and expansive mural that 
stretches down the corridor will provide some interest and enjoyment. 


The design of the mural began with an elementary sketch by me which was elaborately and creatively extended by Mr Gittings, our 
property manager.

The students are required to research informa- 
tion on companies and track stock prices on a weekly basis for twelve weeks using prices from newspaper listings. A detailed project is 
submitted at the end of the competition summarizing their performances of their stocks and their evaluation of the competition. 


One final change involved the student tuck shop. Formerly known as Club 440, the tuck shop moved to a newly refurbished room adja- 
cent to the Student Common Room on 2nd floor of School House at Christmas time. Many thanks to The Women’s Guild for providing 
the funds to help re-locate the School Tuck. The Tuck Shop has been re-named "The Bone Dry Saloon" by this year’s Business Math 
class. Every year the tuck shop donates their profits to various charities. In the past two years we have donated between $1000 - $1500. 
This year we will be donating approximately $800 as the presence of vending machines around campus and competition from the Co-op 
store has led to decreased profits. In order to stay competitive, we will be purchasing a microwave over the summer to provide our stu- 
dents with a wider variety of products. 


Over the years, the Business Math course has often been dubbed "Math for Dummies". This statement is unjustly labeled as the students 
learn so many practical concepts that they would use in everyday life in the Business Math course. This course has seen students take 
both the advanced and the Business Math stream just so they could have some business knowledge since Ridley does not offer business 
courses. It is unfortunate that business courses are not offered as many students at Ridley have parents who work in the business world. 
Surely many students intend on following in the paths of their parents. Business curriculum should be an important part of a Ridleian’s 
education. Every student should experience some aspect of business in his or her high school education.

The Crawford Gordon 
Committee identified $23.5 
million in immediate needs 


at Ridley as reported in the 
1999 Winter Tiger. 
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The escalating costs of education represent a particularly difficult challenge to families seeking the best 
educational opportunities for their children. The Board seeks to increase funding for financial assistance. 
A target of $10 million for endowment is Ridley's goal. 


Just before the new year the school received a wonderful Christmas gift from Mr. Walter H. "Jed" Lind 
'33. While Jed is making some provision for the school in his estate planning, he also came to appreciate 
a gift made now would allow him to see the funds at work during his lifetime. 


It is fitting that the school have a fund bearing the Lind name, a three generation tradition at the 
school. (Jed '33, Phil '61, Geoff '71, Andrew '88, Becky '95, Robin '97, Maggie '00 and Philip Burbidge 
'02). The fund will be awarded to a scholar athlete who excels in football and/or hockey. 


About the same time as Jed informed the school of his plans Mr. E. W. 'Peter' Mandeville also estab- 
lished a bursary fund. It is unique in that Peter capitalized a portion of his gift to establish an endowed 
bursary while also giving the school a sum to be held in trust and awarded in $5,000 cash payments to 
assist a deserving student annually. These annual payments represent the equivalent of proceeds from a 


$100,000 endowed bursary. 


One of the largest endowed bursary funds at the school is the Class of 1968 Douglas Utting Memorial 
Bursary. To commemorate their 30th Reunion the class undertook a project to substantially increase this 
bursary fund. While several members of the class made generous and significant gifts, it is appropriate to 
acknowledge the extreme generosity of Christopher Carter. In June 1998 the Class of 1968 Douglas 
Utting Memorial Bursary was endowed at $175,000. It now stands at over $300,000! 





Like the plow of the Agricultural Revolution or the engine of the Industrial Revolution, the microchip 
of the Information Revolution is having a profound influence on the academic life of Ridley students 
and the daily life on campus. Changes have occurred exponentially since the first Atari PET machines 
appeared on the campus in the early 1980s. As we launch into a laptop saturation programme next 
September we cannot predict what the next five years will witness in the development of Information 
Technology. We do know for certain changes will come and the school will need to react quickly and 
decisively to stay near the forefront of educational uses of Information Technology. A target of $5 mil- 
lion was set for Information Technology endowment. 


As he has been in the past, Dr. Patrick E Lett '67, was again first to respond to a pressing need at the 
school. During an early meeting of the Major Gifts Committee Dr. Lett announced his intention to pro- 
vide the school with a gift of $2.3 million for Information Technology endowment. His promise was ful- 
filled immediately and the Headmaster, Mr. Rupert Lane, was able to inform the Board that almost half 
the targeted endowment had been realized with the creation of the Lett Family Fund for Information 
Technology! 


Patrick's exemplary generosity adds to the continuum of legendary 
benefactors of Ridley. Families such as Leonard, Gooderham, 
Merritt, Mandeville, Ashbaugh and Siebens, who answered the 
needs of Ridley during their time, will be grateful to see that another 
gift of transforming magnitude will assist in maintaining the excellence 


of Ridley College.

When Sir Edmund Hilary and Tenzing 

Norgay Sherpa became the first people to 

conquer the highest mountain on earth, they 

single-handedly created the tourist industry 

in Nepal. Every year, a few hundred intrepid 
souls pit themselves against Mount Everest. Of 
the many who try, only a few succeed in reaching 

the top, but every year, the number of people visiting 

the Sagarmatha (Everest) region, either to climb or simply to trek, 
increases dramatically. Recently, attention has been drawn to the 
effects of mountaineering and tourism on the environment. Mount 
Everest had been littered with empty oxygen bottles, broken equip- 
ment, and anything else that climbers left behind as they struggled 
to make it down alive. The trails leading to Base Camp, Mount 
Everest were in rough shape too. Lacking any recycling facilities, 
glass and plastic bottles and tin cans accumulate in villages and off 
to the side of the trails. Properly lined and maintained landfill sites 
are scarce, and often, garbage is dumped wherever convenient.

This past May, I took part in an Environmental Trek aimed at 
cleaning up the trails and towns on the way to Base Camp, Mount 
eo Our team consisted of 19 people, mostly from Queen's 

niversity or the greater Kingston area. We flew to Katmandu, and 
then took a small 20-seater airplane into the Himalayas. These 
planes are not equipped with radar devices, and fly solely on visual 
command, therefore clear weather is a necessity. 


There was no mountain climbing involved, but our trek up to 
Base Camp was far more physically demanding than you might 
expect. Although we would cover a fair amount of distance in any 
given day, it took a lot more out of me than the hiking trips I've 
done in Algonquin. The thin air requires the body to work much 
harder simply to sustain normal functions. It was very humbling to 
be passed by Sherpas carrying loads bigger than me as | stopped 
to catch my breath. The thought of ascending 1000 metres in one 
day didn't seem so difficult until | realized I was already above the 
tree line. 


On the way up, we took a couple of rests to help our bodies 
acclimatize. Sometimes we would do acclimatization hikes to a 
higher altitude and then come back down to sleep. This always 
made the next day much easier. 


After reaching Base Camp, we began the environmental por- 
tion of the trip. Our plan was to move as much garbage as possible 
from the trails and town to maintained landfill sites. In coopera- 

ion with the Sagarmatha Pollution Control Council, we worked 
jth some local Nepalese as well as a few of our own Sherpas, who 
generously volunteered to help out. In some of the villages people 
saw what we were doing, and started to tidy their own yards. Many 
of them seemed confused at first - they were not used to westerners 
cleaning up after themselves, or others.

Very early on, we realized what a novelty we were. When 
meeting other trekkers on the trail or in a town, the common 
response seemed to be "Oh, you're the Canadians...yes, we've 
heard about you!" Many were enthusiastic, and commended us on 
our effort. We succeeded in moving about 1500 lbs. of garbage as 
well as 30 lbs. of batteries, which we took to Katmandu to ensure 
proper disposal. 


With our mission accomplished, we prepared to return to 
Katmandu to catch the flight home. But Nepal is a still a Third 
World country, and not everything happens as planned. The mon- 
soon came early, and the planes were unable to land in the moun- 
tains due to the lack of visibility. Stuck in the small town of Lukla 
for six days, we quickly made friends with other trekkers and 
climbers caught in the situation. We even played baseball on the 
landing strip one day. Finally, our liaison in Katmandu decided 
that something needed to be done, and they sent an old Russian 
Army helicopter for us — definitely an exciting ride! 


While I am proud of what we accomplished, there is still 
much more to be done to return the Everest Region to its natural 
state of beauty. I hope that the little we could do will inspire oth- 
ers who go there to treat the land with more respect, so that it 
may be enjoyed by those who come after us as well.

Donitz. Colonel Warren recalls this rather harrowing trip 
seeing the devastated city and the absence of people. The 
bulk of the population was still hunkered down in base- 
ments fearing both the incessant bombing as well as the 
advancing Russians. The trip was without incident since 
Montgomery had given orders to the allied bombers not to 
attack the convoy. Donitz did give permission for uncondi- 
tional surrender and the Second World War was over. 
Trumbull Warren was there! 


Montgomery paid a visit to Ridley in November, 1954.
